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1 . USDEL SHOULD OPPOSE ANY RESOLUTION SUSPENDING SOUTH 
AFRICA FROM IOC AND MAKE FOLLOWING STATEMENT FOR THE RECORD. 

2. QUOTE: ALTHOUGH THE USA ABHORS THE SOUTH AFRICAN 
POLICY OF APARTHEID AND HAS CONSISTENTLY SO STATED, THE USA 
REGARDS THE EXPULSION OF SOUTH AFRICA FROM THE IOC AS 
LEGALLY WRONG AND POLITICALLY UNWISE. EXPULSION OR SUS- 
PENSION WOULD GIVE IMPETUS TO THE INCREASINGLY DANGEROUS 
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SUBSIDIARY BODIES, TO THE CONSIDERABLE DETRIMENT OF THE 
TECHNICAL WORK OF SUCH ORGANIZATIONS. INTRODUCTION OF SUCH 
POLITICAL ISSUES CANNOT HELP BUT HINDER THE WORK OF 
TECHNICAL BODIES SUCH AS THE IOC, PARTICULARLY WHEN THE 
COUNTRY SUBJECT TO EXCLUSION HAS AN IMPORTANT TECHNICAL 
CONTRIBUTION TO MAKE, AS IS THE CASE WITH SOUTH AFRICA IN 
THE IOC. THEREFORE, THE USA WILL CONTINUE TO OPPOSE THE 
EXCLUSION OF SOUTH AFRICA FROM THE IOC. UNQUOTE. 

3. BACKGROUND 

ACCORDING TO THE IOC STATUTES "MEMBERSHIP OF THE COMMISSION 
SHALL BE OPEN TO ANY MEMBER STATE OF ANY ONE OF THE 
ORGANIZATIONS OF THE UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM (ARTICLE 4.1)." 
THERE IS NO REQUIREMENT THAT THE STATE BE A MEMBER OF 
UNESCO AND NO PROVISION FOR EXPELLING OR SUSPENDING A 
MEMBER STATE OF THE IOC. 

4. THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF UNESCO IS EMPOWERED TO 
AMEND THE IOC STATUTES (ARTICLE 13) FOLLOWING A RECOMMENDA- 
TION OF, OR AFTER CONSULTATION WITH, THE IOC. U.S. 

POSITION IS THAT A MEMBER STATE CAN BE SUSPENDED ONLY 
AFTER AMENDING IOC STATUTES WHICH REQUIRES CONSULTATION 
WITH THE IOC WHICH CAN BE DONE BY MAIL OR AT THE NEXT IOC 
ASSEMBLY. AFTER SUCH CONSULTATION, THE NEXT GENERAL CON- 
FERENCE COULD TAKE ACTION TO SUSPEND A MEMBER STATE. ANY 
RESOLUTION TO EXPEL SOUTH AFRICA ADOPTED BY THE 19TH 
GENERAL CONFERENCE CONTRARY TO ABOVE PROCEDURE WOULD BE 
ILLEGAL. ROBINSON 
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
